The senior government major 
added that ‘‘If our education 
means more to us than merely 
attending class and studying but 
also includes supplemental cult- 
ural and social enrichment, we 
will have gained a more worth- 
while education,’’ 

The ASSSC leader conceded 
that ‘‘there exists at SSC a pro- 
lem faced by most large 
commuter colleges: a lack of 
identity with the institution, Un- 
fortunately, a sense of identi- 
fication witu the college is not 
an easily developed attitude, It 
comes by an earnest desire by 
each one of us to make some- 
thing of it.’’ 

Oase asserted that the initia- 
tive in voicing any complaints 
on a ‘‘rational basis’? as well 
as work in new areas, such as 
a concerted effort to improve 
student-faculty relationships. 

As ASSSC President, Oase 
hopes to take the initiative in 
getting student representation on 
all-college committees and 
established, Curriculum evalu- 
ation for instance, will be re- 
organized with the help of faculty 
members, and the high school

SSC Graduate Joins 
New Teachers Corps 


Miss Grace E, Jordon, a 1965 
graduate of SSC, has joined the 
ranks of 1600 specially selected 
young men and women of the 
National Teacher Corps, a 
federal program to encourage 
college graduates to prepare for 
careers teaching disadvantaged 
children in city slums, pockets 
of rural poverty and on Indian 
reservations, 

Miss Jordon completed her 
pre-service training and field 
work this summer in East Los 
Angeles and in Watts, The pro- 
gram in these areas is super- 
vised by California State College 
at Los Angeles, ome of 44 
colleges and universities across 
the country involved in training 
Corpsmen. 

Miss Jordon leaves this week 
from Sacramento for two years 
of Corps teaching in Washington, 
D.C. schools, where the program 
is under the guidance of Cath- 
olic University. 

During a recent interview, 
Miss Jordon explained that the 
program needed $45,000 to con- 
tinue its work in the City of Los 
Angeles, but the city didnot allo- 
cate the funds. The 32 teacher 
interns in the Los Angeles area 
were then reassigned to other 
areas of the country, which re- 
sulted in Miss Jordon’s Wash- 
ington assignment, 

Miss Jordon pointed out that 
it is really unfair to blame Los 
Angeles Mayor Yorty for his 
city’s failures to participate in 
certain federal programs, be- 
cause it is the City Council which 
actually is entrusted with the 
major governing power over the 
city. 

Congress has not yet allocatec 
federal funds for the Teacher 
Corps, but the appropriation is 
expected to be made during the 
next congressional session, 

In her training this summer, 
Miss Jordon worked with stu- 
dents at proficiency levels of 
third to eleventh grade. Some 
of these youngsters are parolees 
or high school dropouts,

These students, whose educa- 
tional growth has been stunted 
by poverty, are taught basic skills 
and are given vocational training. 

** As long as the teacher tries, 
they try with you,’’ Miss Jordon 
said in speaking of the students 
taught under the new program. 

The problem until now has 
been that most teachers, brought 
up in a middle class environment 
and given traditional teacher ? 
training, are simply not equipped 

to establish a rapport with the 
type of student who needs their 
help most, 

Members of the Teacher 
Corps they are given individual 
guidance by teachers experienced 
in teaching the underprivileged. 
It is hoped in this manner to de- 
velop teachers capable of over- 
coming any cultural gaps between 
themselves and their students. 


The ability to reach and un- 
derstand students who have heen 
alienated since birth from the 
mainstream of society is essen- 
tial for members of the Teacher 
Corps. A _ teaching credential, 
however, is not required, (Miss 
Jordon did receive her secondary 
teaching credential irom SSC this 
June, and will receive a masters 
degree in urban education upon 
completion of her term with the 
Corps.) 

Before she became interested 
in the Corps, Miss Jordon had 
planned to enter law school this 
fall. However, she feels the work 
she is doing is ‘‘so different’ 
from most teaching assignments, 
and it offers such an opportun- 
ity “to help people who need 
help,’’ that she is looking forward 
to her new job,

has come to feel that the school 
is the one means to reach young 
people of poor environments be- 
fore their values are set.

Fellini’s La Dolce Vita

Like most Fellini, LA DOLCE 
VITA is extremely extroverted, 
extremely autobiographical. 

It marks Fellini’s first real 
recognition that success wrench- 
es the self away from a past it 
longs for but cannot return to. 
The accepted cannon is the gospel 
of fun. 

Traditional religion is re- 
duced to spectacularism and rit- 
ual. Love is constantly confused 
with eroticism, communication 
between persons becomes diffi- 
cult, traditional family ties seem 
effete. 

As John Russell Taylor sug- 
gests, ‘‘Relentlessly the film 
gathers force, as one after an- 
other every escape route Mar- 
cello (Marcello Mastroianni) 
might consider is closed in his 
face, and instance piles upon in- 
stance; it works by no logical ar- 
gument, but sheer agglomeration 
of circumstances, each one 
weighing the protagonist down 
further.’’

The 
Hornets went into the game as 
green as the green in SSC’s school 
colors — without benefit of a 
spring practice session, and with 
only two weeks of actual practice 
as a team behind them. 

LOST BUT ... 

The Hornets did lose to the 
University of California at Santa 
Barbara by a score of 24-9, but 
the game was much closer than 
the score would indicate and a 
couple of breaks for the Hornets 
could have meant a difference in 
the outcome. 

In losing to the Gauchos, the 
Hornets demonstrated a good deal 
of potential — potential that might 
even prove a few of the pre-season 
guessers right in their estimation 
of SSC as a possible Far Western 
Conference contender this years. 

From the look of Saturday’s 
game on paper, the Hornets had no 
business even being on the same 
field with the Gauchos, But, as the 

SSC head coach put it, ‘‘“Games 
aren’t won on paper.’’ 

STATISTICALLY CLOSE 

Statistically, the fighting Hor~ 
nets were able to stay almost 
even with the highly touted Santa 
Barbara eleven. On the ground, 
SSC outgained the Gauchos 190 
yards to 135. But it was the pass~-

The Green and Gold could muster 
only 35 yards in the air, while 
UCSB piled up 135 behind the 
deadly arm of Mike Hitchman who 
threw for 110 yards and a touch- 
down. 

The Hornets’ Al Nicholas, 
a junior halfback, took the hon- 
ors as the leading ground gain- 
er for the game with 70 yards 
on ten carries, Lyle James and 
Jim Wheeler tallied 48 and 44, 
respectively, to trail Nicholas. 

But more important than who 
won the game or who did what 
individually is the fact that the 
Hornets performed well together 
as a team, and with so little 
practice. Generally, it takes at 
least a month of working to- 
gether before a team will really 
gell into a moving machine. In 
fact, last year it took SSC the 
whole season. 

If the team continues to pro- 
gress at the same rate it has so 
far, FWC football might get a 
little tighter this year. 

SPORTS ILLUSTRATED LIKES 

Sports Ilustrated, that in- 
famous magazine that tradition- 
ally jinxes the athletes and teams 
whoe pictures appear on its cov- 
er, had the courtesy to leave the 
Hornets off the cover. Ina scout- 
ing report on the smail colleges, 
however, the writers picked Sac 
State as one of the teams that 
might step into the thick of the 
pennant chase, should some- 
thing happen to the favored San 
Francisco State Golden Gators.

The Green and Gold football- 
ers got off to an auspicious debut 
last Saturday night as they drop- 
ped a 24—9 decision to the Uni- 
versity of California at Santa 
Barbara. 

The game, played in near 
perfect weather conditons be- 
fore a crowd of 5,000 at Santa 
Barbara’s La Playa Stadium, 
opened the Hornets’ attempt to 
regain the championship form of 
1964 after slumping to a 3-7 
mark last season. 

In the first half, the visitors 
were outplayed and outscored 
by the Gauchos, who were 8-1-1 
last year, their only loss coming 
at the hands of Los Angeles 
State in the Camellia Bowl. Jack 
Curtre’s men led 17-3 at the 
intermission, 

But the second half was a dif- 
ferent story as the Hornets bat- 
tled the winners oa even terms 
although being outscored 7-6. 
The Hornet points came on a last- 
second touchdown by quarter- 
back Jim Wheeler. 

The Gauchos never trailed 
as they scored 10 points early 
in the first quarter. They got a 
break as Al Biancani fumbled 
the opening kickoff and Santa 
Barbara recovered on the Hornet 
28. After Dick Burill lost two, 
qb Mike Hitchman, a veteran of 


last year’s team, picked up nine

on a rollout and then hit Jack 
Smith with a 10-yard pass. But 
three more Hitchman aerials 
failed, so Dave Chapple booted 
a 28-yard three-pointer. 

The Gauchos chalked up sev- 
en more points the next time they 
got their hands on the ball mov- 
ing 45 yards in seven plays. 
Mike Thomas, a 200-pound full- 
back, ran for 24 yards in the 
march, including a five - yard 
touchdown run. Chapple added 
the PAT for a 10-0 lead with 
1:21 left in the period. 

Then came the only Hornet 
points of the first half. Taking 
the kickoff, they moved from 
their 25 to the Gaucho 26, where 
the drive stalled. On fourth down, 
Mike Clemons, the original Green 
Hornet, kicked a 42-yard field 
goal to make it 10-3 at the quar- 
ter. 

The winners added another 
touchdown in the second stanza, 
going 82 yards in 11 plays. Hitch- 
man hit Paul Vallerga for 33 
yards and Mike Blower for 15 be- 
fore Thomas cracked across from 
the one. Chapple again kicked 
the conversion. 

The Gauchos last score came 
in the fourth period and capped a 
66 yard, eight play drive. Jim 
Priest made the final 18 yards 
as he took a pass from Hitch- 
man. 

The Green and Gold’s only 
touchdown came just before the 
final gun. With the ball on the 
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Gaucho 40, Wheeler threw a long 
pass intended for Bill Yurong, 
who dropped the ball on the 
three. But the officials ruled 
pass interference and the Hornets 
got a little life with no time on 
the clock. Wheeler then blasted 
across from the three.
